FUTURE OF MOROCCO 


Robbery anil Pillage Common—Coun¬ 
try in Decaying Condition. 

It is impossible to write on the sub¬ 
ject of Morocco without some mention 
of its future. There is no need to euter 
into speculation—as to what that future 
may he. It need only be pointed out 
that, in the interests of all the powers 
of Europe, it is necessary to maintain 
the status quo. 

The internal condition of the country 
is not satisfactory. The recent long 
series of arrests, imprisonments and 
confiscations has disturbed the tran¬ 
quillity of the governing classes, who 
do not know whose turn waj come 
next, while it must tie confessed that 
the young Sultan's European tastes 
have not increased his popularity. That 
a general upheaval may take place is 
j extremely unlikely, but there is cer- 
i tainly a strong existing feeling of un- 
: rest, which tends to let loose the wilder 
| spirit of the people, who see an oppor- 
’ tunity of paying off old scores and rnak- 
! ing new ones, and who are not slow to 
turn their hands to robbery and pil¬ 
lage. So long as they keep these na¬ 
tional amusements to themselves there 
is little or no danger, but directly the 
interests of European traders are af¬ 
fected—and their cattle feeding in the 
interior are often looted—then the ques¬ 
tion becomes one in which the powers 
are interested. 

Claims are made against the Moorish 
Government in accordance with treaty 
rights. These claims are always dis¬ 
puted and often refused, says the Na¬ 
tional Review, and difficulties invaria¬ 
bly arise, sometimes ending in naval 
demonstrations and shaking the very 
foundations of the rotten fabric of the 
decaying country. 


A Boston physician, who recently 
treated a street car conductor for an in¬ 
fectious disease contracted by holding 
paper money in his mouth while mak¬ 
ing change, warns people against this 
habit and tbe practice of wetting the 
fingers In the mouth while counting 
money.

Shop Kents in London. 

With the gradual improvement in ths 
Strand rents have been steadily ad¬ 
vancing. but the prices realized by the 
shops under the new building of the 
Hotel Cecil appear to have touched the 
high-water mark. 

There are in all twelve shops, and 
the applications for them have been 
numerous, and £800 and £900 a year 
will he paid for those of normal size 
and position, while £1,500 a year Is the 
rent of the shop at the corner of the 
hotel entrance. Three shops are only 
twelve feet wide, but as much as fifty- 
six feet deep, and have a frontage both 
in the Strand and in the court yard of 
tbe hotel. 

The same high rate prevails, even 
with the smallest shops. There are 
two such, measuring no more than nine 
feet three inches wide and eighteen 
feet deep, and yet a rent of £500 a year 
is being cheerfully paid for them. Nor 
are the leases long, being for the com¬ 
mon periods of seven, fourteen and 
twenty-one years, determinable by the 
tenant at the end of every seven years.
